The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

Invocation was delivered by REV, C, A, GREENWALDT - Ian‘ytwn Metho-
aist Church.

Councilman Long moved that the Mimates of June 3rd be approved as cor-
rected to include the remarks of Councilmen lLong snd Councilman Thompson. The
motion, seconded by Councilman Pearson, carried by the following vote:

Councilman Long moved that the hearing on the zoning application of
JACK KEY, 1501-05 Scenic Drive, from "A" to "C", be postponed until June 2hth,
at the request of MR, HERMAN JONES, through MR. CARL HARDIN. The motion,
seconded by Councilwen Pesrson, cerried by the following vote:

MR. W4, YELDERMAN displayed & plat as filed with the County.Clerk on
February 16, 1925 of Bergman Valley View Addition, which was a subdivision withe .
out any romal dedieation of any type except the recording of the plat. He ex~
plained the sale of yproperty by deed wherein the street portion had been conveyed.
He explained the transactions down to the ome where MR, W, W, BORING obtained
Lots 2, 3, & 4, a strip 140 x 50! and 40' at the reaf end of Block 9. There is
erected on the property at the rear & building structure; another residential
structure erected in 1947 occupied by temants of Mr. Boring. In 1935 Mr. Boring
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erected a 16 x 20' house (now removed); was given a building permit for it; and
wag informed by the Tex Department that no one claimed the property and if he

- paid the taxes on it he could have it., The barn-like structure built dby Mr.
Saxon and added to by Mr, Boring is now a washateria., He moved the house and
made g driveway to the washateria and at the same time bullt the residence in
1947, Taxes bave been paid by Mr. Boring on all the property onm the east of

the dividing line. Since 1947 he has not paid taxes because of his inability
to pay. The Tax Department has sent a bill for $547.00 taxes due on this portion
of what has been designated Bogle Avenue. The controversy as to title was
started when the City constructed a sewer line in Bogle Avemue; and when they
came to Mr, Bogle's property; and Mr. Bogle made an agreement-with the City that
they could go across there if they would take the dirt and £ill up a hole in
Iots 3 and 4, The sewer was placed there; filled in and gravel placed on top of
it. When recent rains came, the ground sunk and his home was demaged. He has
made claim for damage from the City and the contractor. The question is raised
to his title to the 140' to which he bas deeds, The west portion of what has
been designated Boglé Avemue he has occupancy and that is all. Councilmen long
asked if the road he opened up was used by the general public. Mr. Yelderman
stated it was not; that prior to 1947 there was & fence across it. Councilman
Pearson inquired if the request which he wrote the Council ahout some wedks &go -
had been settled. Mr, Yeldermar stated it had not. Councilman Long stated he
vas asking the Couneil to vacate this street, and asked if he were going to con-
tinue to sue? Mr. Yeldermen stated the house had been demeged; that they owed
$547.00 in texes on the property which they had no deeds, but which they had cone
-tinueusly paid taxes on since 1947. BEvery improvement was built under pemmit
from the City. The house had been damaged, and the excavation bad not been
filled in. The Clty did not f£ill the hole up from the excavation, but are at
pregsent £illing it with street sweepings. Councilman White asked whom the cone
tractor wvas. It was replied that ENIX CONSTRUCTION COMPAKY. Councilmen Pearson
d1id not think the Council could be responsible for anything the contractor did,
and the suit should be against the contractor. Councilmen Tong stated Mr,.
Levander admitted in exchange for an easement that the City would £ill in with
the materials left over, but apperently they did not put it there. MR, LEVANDER
stated that the contractor was told that any surplus dirt he had would be put

in the hole where it was convenient for him to do so, and that there was no
agreement that the hole would be filled up. Councilman Waite asked how much
dirt would it teke. Mr. Boring stated it would take 1300 loads and they put in
20 or 30. Councilman Thompson stated if a city representative implied in his
negotiations that this hole would beifilled; and if the disposition of the ma.
terials wes up to the discretion of the contractor, then it would seem it would
be the responsibility of the city when they made the contract to direct as a
part of the contract that the surpius dirt be moved to this particular location.
MR, LEVANDER stated no promise had been made that the contractor would be re~
guired to haul dirt to that hole, hecause they had no control over the contractor
to compel him to haul the dirt to that hole. The Assistant City Attorney asked
MR, BORING if he had not been advised by MR, JONES“that the City was claiming
this as a public street. Mr. Boring stated:he had not. Councilman Thompson
asked if the contract were let before the easement was procured? MR. LEVANDER
stated he did not know whet Mr. Boring was talking about regarding an easement,
a5 the City had always claimed that street and never acknowledged that Mr.
Boring bad owned the street. The Ciiy Manager stated if it were a dedicated
street as indicated it is, and the city has teken no action as to vacating it,
it vannot be taken by occupancy; that Mr. Boring may have inadvertently built
there; and although he had deeds, he may not have bought a good piece of property.
The Acting City Attorney, MR, ESKEW, stated there wvas & legal question as to
ownership of title to the land; and there was & quesiion of street vacation. The
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City’s contention was this was a public street; as a public street, the Council,
if it sees fit, could vacate it, but it was his recommendation that no action as
far as the vacation was concerned be taken at this time. Councilman White asked
if the city ever accepted this sireet, The Mayor suggested that the City Manager
and the legel Department lock into the matter and see what could be worked out.
Councilmen Thompson suggested if it would not be wise for them to go to Court
and get the legsl questions settled as to title; then as far as the damsge was
concerned, the property owners could sue the contractérrand city. Councilman
Long asked what Mr. Yelderman wanted to avoid a lav suit. He replied (1) that
the Council vacate Bogle Avenue between Lynn and Chicon; (2) to pay $1,500

for damage to the house, and (3) thet they would forget any claim for damages
for nmot £illing up the hole and that they would be able to pay $547.00 they owed,
in back taxes. Councilman White did not think the Couneil could settle this
matter and he wanted to look at the house. He:thought on this dedicated street,
not accepted, if the City had taken taxes on that property, there was & question
in his mind that if it were clty property, they bad no business taking taxes for
it. The Acting City Attorney stated he would like an opportunity to offer adviee 1
but was not in a position at this moment to do so. Councilman Long suggested
that the Council take it under study and ask the attorneys to make an investige-
tion as to whether or not the street was ever accepted--~-the dédication of it--or
whether or not it was ever vacated, and then the Council could look at the situa-
tion on the ground, Mr. Eskew asked that they have until July 30th for this
report. Councilman Long suggested three weeks. After more discussion, the
Mayor announced that the Council would give Mr, Yelderman a report and that it
would ask:the City Manager and City Attorney to look into the matter as quickly
a3 they could.

MRS, ORLENE B, BIACK, Beacon Inn, 10 miles on the San Antonio Road,
stated their lights had been discomnected Monday; everything had spoiled in
their refrigerator. MR. WIGINGTON stated the delinquent account was at 1001
Willow in the name of 0. B. STEINLE--MRS, BIACK, Both names on'the account.
There are two apartments in the house and one in the rear; one water meter and
one light meter at 1001 Willow; one light meter at 98 San Marcos. The light
meler is off at 1001 Willow. She rents the apartments and carries the lights
and water in her name and there is a $50.63 bill, which she refuses to pey;
therefore the bill was transferred to her active account on the San Antonio
Highway. Councilmen Long inquired if she requested the transfer. MR, WIGIBGTON
steted it was not; that they were {rying to colliect the bvill, She refused to
vay the bill, so her lights were cut off. Councilman Long asked if that being
& separate meter, that she would not be able to rent her apartments, wouldn't
it be bvetier to cut off the lights there rather than where she was not delinquent?
Counclliman Thompson inquired as to the owmership of the property on Willow. MRS,
BLACK stated it was her mother's hcme; the meter hid been there 40 years, and
the meter was on the high ceiling. They had agked that the men lower it. Fhe
acquired title to the property three or four years ago. Councilmen Pearson
asked if she would be willing to make an agreement to pay this back bBill. She
told him she did not owe it. She said some renters had run the bill up,2aid they
had had a previous bill to their account, Mr. Wigington reported this is the
bill in MRS, STEINLE'S name at 1001 WillSwrfor October through February, 1953-5k.
MRS. BIACK stated she married Mr. Black 12 years ago--Steinle was her maiden name,
Councilman White asked if she knew this wes in her name., She stated she told
them never:to put it in her name. Councilman Long stated that they had bhad &
report from the City Mansger that there were some businesges 90 days in arrears:
or slow in paying their accounts, and she was interested in knowing if they cut:
off their lights. The deposits were put up, and they were responsible for the




back bill, and they sould have been cut offin the 60-day period. She felt that
her current bill which she has paid--the lights gshould be turned on, and the
other treated as a separate situstion. Councilman Pearson asked if she dldn't
have & business where she lived, and what was the amount of her déposit. Mrs.
Black stated $8.50. The City Manager stated she had a bill of $48.00 in arrears
at that property, and she owes at the other:. Ifrshe would agree to make some
arrangements, they could take care of it, but she tells us £latly she is not
golng to pay it. Councilman Thompson understood her bills were paid up currently
at her home place. The City Manager stated at one location, but notat the Willow
locetion; that there was another account, which she charged off in a similay way.
Councilmen Long moved that the City Mansger be instructed to turn on the elec-
Sricity where she has up her deposits, vhere she is not delinquent. The motion,
seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

{1) That the Contractor shall construct a 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro=~
tected on each side by & guard rail at least h feet highiandisubstantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City Of-
ficials 1t becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within the
valkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector immediately
place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent sagging under
load.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substential gate which shell be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedegtriens and vehicles of approaching trucks.  This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicitlar or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading meterial at the working
space shall park on any part of the sireet outside of the allotted working

space.

(4) Thet "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades, ,

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work ofe
fice within such allotted working spece provided such work office is not within
25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other
public utilities in the comnstruction of such barricades.

"In response to your membrandum of June 3, 1954, we the undersigned employees
of the police deparmént wish to express our confidence in you and all other
members of the Council and in the City Mansger, Mr. Walter E., Seaholm.

"We realize the problem that the city govermment is baving at this time in meet-
ing the many needs of our fast growing city. We know that you understand our -
needs and the needs of all departments and we are confident that you will attempt
to meet these needs as soon &s possidble.”

The Maypr read his memorandum of June 3, 195hrecordad in the Minutes of
June 3, 1954.

Councilman Thompson asked if the Council should not decide whether or not

1it wagmfoing to hire these firms for the setting up the accounting procedures
and administrative procedures. He stated the recommendation was that the people
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be hired to come in and actually set up administrative procedures and set-up a
manual of accounting procedures. Councilman Long suggested asking the City

Manager to get each department to get up its own manual of procedure and pre-
gsent it; then the Council would know just what it wanted. The City Manager
stated there were overlapping propositions~-procedures from one department to
another. He thought it would be of help to get someone to study it and work it
all out. After more discussion, the City Manager stated he would submit a list
of suggestions, and some specific things he would like to have considered.

" Counciliman Thompson stated MR, WADE was in a good position to-help set up some
outlines to submit to the companies for estimates. Councilman Long suggested
that the information be obtained from the department heads through the City
Manager, and the Council could evaluate it and know what it wanted the experts
to give it, After more discussion, the Council deferred action until the fole-
lowing week, ' S

Councilman Pearson inguired about the Committee on the Auditorium.  The
City Manager reported & meeting with the Architects, and they felt that in'view
of the request of the Council that they make trips, and that they would furnish
all the clerks-of-the works, which ordinarily the owner would have %to pay for
it, they wanted to make their fee a 6% fee. Ordinarily it would be a 5% an
since the Council had suthorized him to sign a contrect with the Architects, he
wanted to report that 6% desl back to the Council., This extra 1% means about
$17,000. Afier more discussion, the matier was deferred & week. Councilman
Long asked that copies of the contract be sent out to the Counecil.

Councilman Long stated the new water:plant was nearing completion and
should be finished on the 15th of thishmonth. Counciiman Long moved that the
Citizens of Austin be given & 10% discount on their water rates from July lst
through September lst. The motion, seconded by Councilman White. Councilman
Long stated if it appeared there would be difficulty, the city could resort
to watering on one side of the street at a time. Councilman Thompson inguired
&s to the effect on the revemue of the City. The Clity Manager stated it would
reduce the income, because more water would not be sold. Councilman White
believed it would, as he persomally would probably wind up paying more for his
water, because he would use more. The Clty Manager stated that assuming that
the rates would increase the amount of water sold, it would create a strain
on the distribution system which they were not prepared for. He asked if the
plant could put @t out. Then he was concerned on the distribution system, in
trying to encourage more use when there was & maximm condition. He stated
they could take care of all requirements for domestic use. The other day they
bad 42 million gallons, which was the irrigating load, and those using the
vater primarily for irrigation would be helped; not those depending on water
for drinking purposes, bathing, etec. The past methodwwas not a flat 10% dis-
count but after a certain figure had been reached. Councilman Long stated the
City Manager had been promising for‘aé years when the waterplant wes completed
that a summer water rate would be put in; and he had been unwilling to try to
use the method whereby other cities had used the altermate watering plan and had
come out with satisfactory results, even when they bad emergenties existing.
VWatering the yards was almost as important as trying to get drinking water, if
the city is to be kept beautiful and healthy. The matter of bringing in a
certain emount of revenue was something the City Menager was interested in; and
if that were given-a test, she thought 1% would prove that people.would use
more that he had set up in his budget as an estimate of income to be recelved.
She believed the way this was pht into effectin the past would please the
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citizens and would be accepted. The City Manager read the ordinance that govern-
ed before, covering a reduction of 10% of the gross amounts above $1.00 up to
$3.00; $3.01 to $6.00 20%; above $5.00 25%. '-Councilmen Long stated she would
- accept that ordinance as it was set up:and include it in her motion. ' Couneilman:
Pearson asked that the matter be deferred for a week. Councilmen Thompson '
wanted to see figures, and he did not want to-wote on anything besed on assump~
tion and surmises. The Mayor asked if this were deferred until next week could
it be put into effect on July lsti— The City Menager stated it-could, He wouid
get some figures on what he thought would be the import of the revemue, based
on the thinking this morning, to be effective July lst. Councilman Long with-
drew her motion, until next week.
